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DISINFECTANTS NEEDED 
TO PREVENT PESTILENCE 


Dallas, Tex., September 13.—The cry still 
comes from Galveston for disinfectants. 
It is the one hope of saving what is left 
of the population. Telegrams are pour- 
ing into Dallas and every other Texas 
city asking for lime, carbolic acid and 
anything else that will operate to purify 
the stifling conditions. The supply of 
disinfectants .here is almost exhausted. 
If the outside world can hasten relief of 
this kind it will. be an act of charity of 
the first magnitude. A new horror is 
confronting Galveston—that is, a second 
disposition of many of the dead. Bodies 
thrown into the sea are floating back to 
They must now be disposed of 
burning. Disinfectants become more 
needful as a consequence of this new feat- 
dire in the sityation. 

The state troops that have been on duty 
at Galveston are breaking down from 


by 


their exertions and the unsanitary condi- 


tion. Adjutant General Scurry today call- 


ed out the Dallas Rough Riders of the 
First Texas cavalry to relieve the ex- 
hausted Houston Light Guards. 
Rough Riders, under command of: Cap- 
tain Paget, will at once start for Galves- 
ton. 

Relief work for Galveston is down now 
to a systematic basis. Dallas is the prin- 
cipal point of eoncentration and distribu- 
tion for more than one-half of the state, 
and much of the country outside of Tex- 
as. By actual count 406 commuhities have 
remitted their contributions of money, 
clothing, foo@, drugs, etc., to Dallas. 
Counting what has been received by Gov- 
ernor Sayers and the relief committees 
at Galveston and Houston approximately 
$300,000 worth of relief has been obtained 
and the stream is increasing in volume. 
Ten 4imes as much, however, as has been 
donated will be needed before the dis- 
tress is safely relieved. Drugs, disin- 
fectants and clothing are the most press- 


ing needs. 
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it well nigh impossible to furnish out- 
going cargoes. These brides covered each 
about three miles in length, and the work 
of reconstruction will be a stupendous 
undertaking. 

One of the roost serious results of the 
storm has been the crippling of the elec- 
tric and street car plants. The city has 
been in :ibsolute darkness for several! 
nights, and only a few concerns who 
operate their cwn illuminating service are 
enabled to do business. Nearly every 
residence has gone back to the primitive 
candle. The absence of street lights 
drives all who have no imperative busi- 
ness on the streets to their homes at 
nightfall, but the work of the patrols is 
made more difficult and the opportunity 
for looting greater owing to the impass- 
able condition. of many of the thorough- 
fares and sidewalks. The motormen de- 


'serted their cars when the fury of the 


wind and the rush of the water made it 
no longer possible to operate them. At- 
tempts are being made now to get the 
cars in shape again. 

The great destruction of live stock has 
eliminated the carriages and cabs as a 
means of transportation, and the need of 
the trolley promises to become a most 
pressing one when rebuilding begins. 

Among the worst sufferers by the disas- 
ter were -he churchés. Nearly every one 
of them felt the effect of the’ storm. 
Seme are absolute wrecks, entirely be- 
yond construction. 

The work of relief continues energetical- 
ly. Mayor Jones and his associates are 
bending every nerve to open a direct line 
of transpertation with Houston by which 
he may be enabled promptly to receive 
the great quantities of provisions which 
are now on the way to this city. 

“I wish to say this, however,” said 
Mayor Jones, “Wwe have made such ar- 
rangements as will make jit possible for 
us to feed the needy until we can get in 
our supplies, We are relieving every case 
presented to us. But, of course, there 
should be no considerable delay between 
the exhaustion of our supplies and the 
receipt of those on the way. I think 
within a day or two o transporiation 
facilities will be sufficient temporarily 
to meet our needs. Galveston has helped 
other cities in their distress despite her 
size and we are consoled by the generous 
response of the country to our appeal.’”’ 

The relief committee is striving to sys- 
tematize its work and there {s undoubted- 
ly distress here which ought promptly 
to be relieved. Weazened face, ba ‘efoot- 
ed children were engaged yesterday on the 
streets in eagerly appropriating spoiled 
and cast off stocks of food. The commit- 
tee ought to be so abundantly supplied 
as to leave no doubt that those in want 
will have their necessities relieved. The 
committee has instructed the local drue 
stores to provide the poor and néedy with 
medicine at the expense of the relief fund. 


ELEMENTS AGAINST THE STATE 


Flocds Have Been Numerous and De- 
structive in Texas. 

Dallas, Texas,| September 13.—Tomor- 
row’s News will say editorially: 

‘‘As an exchange says, the elements 
seem to have been wreaking vengeance on 
Texas this year.) In April the Colorado 
and Brazos valleys were swept by floods, 
entailing great loss in life and property. 
Austin suffered severely. This flood fol- 
lowed a more disastrous one of last year 
which laid waste some of the best 
farms in the state, destroyed crops too 
late for replanting, drowned thousands 
of cattle, horses, mules and hogs and 
many people. With all these recent dis- 
asters, Texas is in a more prosperous 
condition than the state has ever been 
in before, taking the whole country over, 
While certain of the river valleys have 
been swept by flood, the rich uplands, 
particularly those of north Texas, the 
orchards and garden lands of east Texas 
and of the coast country and the small 
grain and pasture lands of the west have 
brought forth abundant crops, and speak- 
ing generally the people are in a good 
way. The high prices for wheat, corn, 
cotton and other products of the field or 
ranch have told a hopeful story, and a 
wise change from the old time one-crop 
habit has done much to heip along. In 
spite of the disasters of this and last 
year, barring the victims of the floods 
alluded to, the people of the state are 
in a good condition and ready to do all 
in their power to help along their less 
unfortunate fellow citizens. Texas is a 
vast state and this fact might make it 
appear that more storms or other direful 
visitations fell to the lot of this people 
than residents of other parts of the coun- 
try find it necessary to endure. The fact 
is that many states have been visited 
by floods this season and in some places 
floods are feared year after year. So it 
ig of other destructive visitations. They 
must be expected now and then any- 
where from Maine to California, or, for 
that matter, at any place the world round. 
There is only one thing to do about it. 
People must prepare in advance for 
snch troubles as far as possible and must 
stand ready to take the consequences 
and make the best of them, So it is now. 
So it will continue to be here and else- 
where. It is gratifying to note that even 
thus early the strong and courageous men 
of Galveston have begun to see the mat-

Train Near Beaumont, Texas, Caught 
in the Storm. 

New Orleans, September 13.—The States 
today received a telegrdm from Hon. 
John Poe, member of the state board 
of education, and residing at Lake 
Charlas, stating that eighty-five lives 
were 2 aie on the Gulf and _ Interstate 
train which left this city Friday night. 
Mr. Poe was one of the passengers on 
this train, and together with a few 
others he sought safety in the lighthouse 
at Bolivar Point and was saved. The 
train reached Bolivar about noon and 
all preparations were made to run the 
train on the ferry boat preparatory to 
crossing the bay, but the wind blew so 
swiftly that the ferry could not make a 
landing and the conductor of the train, 
after allowing it to stand on the track 
for a few minutes, started to back it 
back toward Beaumont. The wind in- 
coming in from the 
open sea, that soon the water had reach- 
ed a level with the bottom of the seats 
within the cars. It was then that some 
of the passengers sought safety in the 
nearby lighthouse. But Mr. Poe states in 


| his telegram that in spite of all efforts 
| eighty-five passengers were blown away 


or drowned. The train was entirely 
wrecked. Doubtless some of the killed 4 
were from New Orleans, as the- train

ters so that there shall. not be an interval 
without a government. Russia wili there- 
fore not move before the termination of 
the negotiations now begun for guaran- 
teeing order in Pekin by the instailation 
of a government imme:.® ely after the 
evacuation. 

Pekin, September 5, via Taku, Septem- 
ber 10.—A troop of American cavairy sent 
to act as a convoy for cattle surprised 
300 imperialists quartered at che temple 
Shao. They killed thirty and captured 120 
rifles. The enemy fied northward. 
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colonel was ever killed in battle.’’ (Ap- 
plause and laughter.) 

Colonel Bryan then went cn to say that 
his military service, brief as it was, had 
been sufficient to make him realize some- 
thing of the »isk that the soldier takes. 

“We speak,” he said, ‘of people dying 
| upon the battle field, and yet more die in 
the hospitals than die upon the battle 
field, and when our camp was stricken 
with fever and I walked through the hos- 
pital and saw the boys suffering, away 
from home and friends, I was convinced 
that the man who dies in a hospital is 
deserving of as much sympathy as the 
man who dies upon the battle field. On 
the battle field he is inspired by the pres- 
ence of his comrades, the enthusiasm of 
battle, the rlory that wreathes those who 
fall upon the battle field.’’ 

Colonel Bryan then paid a high tribute 
to the character of the voluntee; soldier 
and to their wives. Further on he said: 

“You have met today to do honor to 
the memory of a soldier in the regular 
army. No matter what our opinions may 
be as to the size of the standing army, 
we are all glad that when an emergency 
comes, whether it be an emergency that

Colonel Bryan said there could he no 
greater mistake than to assume that the 
pegpie of any political party are un- 
patriotic. He recalled the partisan rancor 
of the campaign of 1896. 

“Not in a generation,”’ he said, “have 
' the people been stirred more. Not in a 
generation has feeling run higher an 
deeper, and yet, within two years of that 
election there was a war and the presi- 
dent called for volunteers. And then 
what? The democrats and the republi- 
cans went into the same company. (Ap 
plause.) In my regiment a majority of 
the officers had voted against me and 
the mapority of the men had voted fvr 
me. They were all mixed up. They were 
mixed in their religion. They were mixed 
in their politics; they differed in their 
ideas on every question except one, and 
that was they loved their country, In 
that they agreed.’ (App‘ause.)

TRAIN LOADS OF SUPPLIES 
HURRYING TO GALVESTON 


Lily Authorities Now Have Affairs 
Well in Hand, It Is Said, 


BURIAL OF DEAD GOING ON 


Governor Acknowledges Receipt of 
Liberal Contributions, 


GREAT CARE IN THE DISTRIBUTION 


Sayers Recounts the Work of Relief 
That Has Been Done and Is 
Still Going on and Shows 
‘ Appreciation of His 

Reople. 


Austin, Tex.. September 13.—Advices to 
Governor Sayers today indicate that sev-~- 
eral trains loaded with~-supplies for the 
destitute are en route to Galveston. The 
arrival of these supplies will relieve the 
situation at Galveston very materially, 
as the governor is informed that quite a 
lot of clothing is inc:uded in the list. 

Governor Sayers made the following 
statement to the Associated Press to- 
night: 

“The city authorities at Galveston are 
in full control and every effort is beinz 
made to find and bury the dead, to re- 
move the debris and to sanitate the city. 
Contributions of the most liberal char- 
acter are rapidly reaching me and I 
shall see that the money' is used to the 
very best advantage of the sufferers and 
that there shal] be no waste of the mag- 
nificent contributions coming from the 
free hands and generous hearts of a sym- 
pathetic people. In behalf of the people 
of Texas I desire to exyress my acknow!l- 
edgment to the people of the United 
States for the ready and generous re- 
sponse they have made in coming to the 
aid of our afflicted people. The number 
of deaths. the arount of destitution and 
the loss of property is far greater than 
had been anticipated. The secretary of 
the navy has placed the revenue cutter 
Galveston at my disposal and I have in 
turn placed it at the disposal of thé 
mayor of Galveston. The addition of this 
cutter to the boats already loaned by the 
federal government will give us five boats 
at Galveston to handle the supplies and 
passecgers to and from the maintand and 
I anticipate that their presence there will 
relieve the situation very materially.” 

This afterroon the relief committee of 
Alvin telegraphed the governor that they 
were in dire distress and in need of im- 
mediate relief, having been overlooked by 
the excitement attendant upon the Gal- 
veston disaster. The governor wired that 
he would see that relief was promptly 
sent. 

The governor crdered 1,000 barrels of 
lime shipped from here to Galveston to 
assist in the disinfecting work. He states 
that he is leaving the matter of policing 
and controlling the situation at Galveston 
entirely with the mayor and the adju- 
tant general, both of whom are most com- 
petent to discharge the duties required 
of them and that his duties are merely to 
contro] the situation from this end, re- 
ceive contributions and make such appro- 
priations as are necessary. He was in re- 
ceipt of a telegram today from Miss Bar- 
ton, of the Red Cross Society, stating that 
she and her aids would leave at once 
for Galveston. Quite a number of people 
are arriving here from Galveston.

The money 
to pay for the other 5,000,000 bushels, be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $6,000,000, goes out of 
the state. If this money could be kept at 
home it would be a great help to the 
farming interests.

GIVES FREELY. | 


PAPERS WILL BE 
SENT GOVERNOR 


End of the Harris Courtmartial at 
Savanna. | 


THE ARGUMENTS LAST NIGHT 


Court Will Meet and Make Its De- 
cision. 


THEN DOCUMENTS WILL BE FORWARDED 


Courtmartial Cost State Nearly Five 
Hundred Dollars—Negroes 
To Be Tried. 


— 


Savannah. Ga., September 13.—(Special.) 
The-courtmartial ef Corporal R. S. Har- 
ris of the Republican Blues, the mili- 
tarv sensation of the season, has come 
to an end and it only remains now for 
the court to make its decision and for- 
ward it to the adjutant general for pre- 
sentation to the governor, 

There has been a sitting of the court 
every nicht this week up to W ednesdav 
night. which saw the conclusion of the 
hearing. Colonel George T. Cann ap- 
peared in behalf of the defendant, Har- 
ris, while Lieutenant D. Cc. Barrow, Jr., 
was judge advocate and conducted the 
prosecution. Some of the exchanges be- 
tween counsel and witnesses showed quitg 
a little spirit. The arguments were made 
last night and the court will meet within 
a day or two to consider the case and 
reach its findings. 

The opinion of many of those who hav: 
heard the evidence is that the court will 
probably acquit Harris, who appears to 
have been about as much sinned against 
as sinning. The general impression seems 
to be thgt while his actions on the trip 
to Louisville were not quite what they 
should have been, stfll he was not treat- 
ed just right by the officers of his com- 
pany. Captain M. Ed Wilson, of the 
Blwes. seemed to have some personal 
grievance against Harris, as well as one 
from a military standpoint. Harris's con- 
duct on the Louisville trip was gone Into 
in detail. and there was much conflicting 
testimony, enough to make it difficult, in 
some instances, for the court to decide 
who was telling the truth. He was pun- 
ished for certnin conduct in Louisville 
by being placed under arrest, and the 
chief grievance against him seems to have 
been that he escaped from the improvised 
guardhouse and afterwards that he re- 
mained in Louisville without permission 
when the company returned home. 

The courtmartial will cost the state 
about $500. It will be followed very short- 
ly by another one, by the same court, 
before which two negroes will be tried 
for cursing officers of the First regiment, 
and other unbecoming acts. The negroes 
were not in the regiment's employ, but 
were outsiders. However, in case the ne- 
groes should be found guilty the court is 
empowered, under the state law, to in- 
flict punishment in its discretion, as is 
provided in the misdemeanor section of 
the state code.

“The laws of the state of Pennsylvania 
make .2,400 pounds a ton of anthracite 
coal; yet anthracite miners are compelled 
to mine from 2.700 to 4,000 pounds for a 
ton, and in addition to that are docked 
exorbitant amounts, often reaching 12 
per cent of their daily earnings, for any 
impurities which may be sent out with 
their coal. Where they are paid bv the 
car, ilystead of being required to furnish 
a well rounded heap on the car at the 
breakers, aS was originally agreed to, 
they haye gradually been compelled to in- 
crease the amount of coal in each car by 
building the same perpendicularly from 
sixteen to eighteen inches above the edg?. 
They are compelled to purchase the pow- 
der used .in mining from their employers, 
paying $2.75 per keg for a grade of pow- 
der that thev can_qet elsewhere for $1.50 
per keg, and which wholesales for about 
$1 per keg. They are required b¥ many 
of the companies to deal in pluck-mea 
stores or leave their employment. They 
must pay to the company $1 per month 
for a doctor whether they need him or 
not and have no voice in saying who 
the doctor shall be. The smallness of 
their earnings, together with the great 
cost of living. has compelled them to 
take their children from school before 
thev reached the age prescribed by law.

Li Hung Chang Declares He Has 
Sufficient Authority. 


THE MESSAGE COMES TO WU 


Chinese Minister Receives a Reply 
to Inquiry. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS NOW PROBABLE 


State Department Now Satisfied That 
Earl Li Can Safeguard United 
States Subjects. 


September 13.—Minister 
Wu hes received a cablegram from Li 
Hung Chang answering the hope ex- 
pressed in the American note of a few 
days ago, that his powers are sufficient 
to protect American lives and interests 
in China. Farl Li says he has that pow-

The response came in reply to the effort 
of the state department to secure the use 
by Li Hung Chang of any extraordinary 
powers he might have for the protection 
of American life acd preperty in China, 
pending a final settlement. The depart- 
ment asked Li ‘‘without further delay to 
give assurance that the life and property 
cf Americans will nenceforth’ be respect- 
ed throughout the Chinese empire.’ 

The viceroy has given the assurance 
asked for. His word came in the shape 
of a cable dispatch to Minister Wu, dated 
vesterday at Shanghai. Mr. Wu called 
at the state department this morning, and 
presented this answer to Dr. Hill. He, in 
turn, sent it forward to the president. It 
will be for the latter to decide whether 
Li’s assurance is sufficient to meet the 
needs of the case. 

Li Hung Chane’s message removes, per- 
haps, the last obstacle to the speedy be- 
ginning of the peace negotiations; and 
the only doubt that exists is as ‘to his 
ability to redeem his pledge to prvutect 
American interests and stop the cut- 
rages upon the missionaries and native 
converts. If he can do this, and thas 
manifest the existence of a de facto gov- 
ernment, there is no reason to doubt that 
negotiations will be immediately in or- 
der. The rotice that Russian troops will 
not evacuate Pekin until sume arrarge- 
ments have been made for the installa- 
tion of a government to take charge of 
affairs is directly in line With the object 
which the state department has been 
pursuing in the exchanges with Lé Ilung 
Chang, and if this Russian decision is ad- 
tered to, it will certainly facilitate the 
ultimate withdrawal of ail the forcign 
forces, in the opinion of the officials here.

The Constitution feels justly proud 
of the part which it has taken in se- 
curing for the farmer a share in the 
high prices which the market now 
places upon the cotton product, 

Referring to this work, The Bain- 
bridge Democrat, one of the best news- 
papers in Georgia, has this to say: 

“The Atlanta Constitution’s cot- 
ton campaign to give the planters 
of the south 10 cents per pound for 
their cotton product is exciting wide 
attention and will do incalculable 
good.

This affords The Constitution an op- 
portunity to say that its course in the 
past has been governed entirely by 
that sense of justice which recognized 
that the farmer was being unjustly 
dealt with in the shuffling of the mar- 
ket. 

In a period when inflation seemed to 
touch every other interest, lint cotton 
alone stood still. The cotton mills in 
old and New England were making 
money, declaring large dividends, and 
cotton goods had appreciated in the 
market so as to make this possibte. 
The world which consumes cotton was 
paying so much for it, but it was all 
caught by the quicksilver in the ‘run 
before the farmer was reached. So far 
as the buyer of cotton goods was con- 
cerned, the farmer might as well have 
been getting 10 cents for it, but the 
truth was that the middlemen absorb- 
ed the increase al! along the line. 

As to what the price of cotton should 
be in any given market, that must al- 
Ways be considered in its surround- 
ings, but this much is certain, that 
whatever its price, the farmer was en- 
titled to his just share. Thus it was 
that The Constitution insisted that 
the conditions of last year were such 
that certainly 8 cents should come to 
the farmer, and the conditions this 
year make it 10 cents. It should be un- 
derstood that the farmers, who are the 
most conservative people in the world, 
have no desire to unsettle the market. 
All they ask is that in the manipula- 
tions of the market, with which they 
have nothing to do, they should eet 
their full proportion. If the farmer 
did not get it, the speculator would, 
and The Constitution much prefers 
that the cotton raiser shou!d win.

Letters of Presidential Nominees. 

One of our.contemporaries calls at- 
tention to the fact that the letters of 
acceptance written by presidential 
nominees are already growing in 
Tength from year to year. 

Those who will take the pains to ex- 
amine the history of American poli- 
tics during the past forty years will 
find that this observation is correct. 

Mr. Lincoln’s first letter of accept- 
ance on being made the standard bear- 
er of his party in 186v embraced barery 
more than 150 words. Four years later, 
when he was agai. called upon by his 
party to make the race he acceptea 
the nomination in another letter which 
was scarcely longer than the first. Mr. 
Lincoln’s democratic opponents in 
both eampaigns also wrote short let- 
ters. 

General Grant followed Mr. Lin- 
coln’s example. In 1868 and in 1872 he 


accepted the nomination of his party 
in letters which barely filled two 
sheets of ordinary letter paper. 

In 1876 the nominees of both of the 
leading parties wrote letters some- 
} what longer than those of the nomi- 
nees who had preceded them. Tilden’'s 
letter went more into details than 
Hayes’s letter and was about 400 words 
longer, but when printed it took up 
less than three columns of space in 
the average newspaper. 

Coming on down to 1892, Mr. Har- 
rison furnished the next record-break- 
er. On being chosen as the nominee 
of his party to succeed himself he ac- 
cepted the nomination in an extended 
letter which occupied five columns in 
the metropolitan newspaper. Mr. 
Cleveland’s letter of the same year was 
less than two columns in length. 

In 1896 Mr. Bryan confined himself 
to only two columns in accepting the 
democratic nemination, but Mr. Me:

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Leaving Great Britain Behind Us. 


scarcely a month passes without im- 
parting fresh eniphasis to the fact that 
this country is rapidly leaving Great 
Britain behind in the march of inaus- 
triai competitien. 

Recently the London newspapers 
were lamenting the falling off in the 
sales of British locomotive engines to 
European and Asiatic purchasers and 
they were not too bifnd to reluctantly

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concede that the reason 
cline in the salability of British prod- 
ucts was due to the superiority of this 
country’s output. 

But still another discovery made 
within the past few days has caused 
a chill of uneasiness to run up and 
down the columns of the London news- 
papers and this time the cause of dis- 
turbance is found in the action of the 
shipbuilders on the Clyde in ordering 
steel plates from American manufac- 
turers. In justification of this course 
the shipbuilders contend that’ the 
American steel plates are superior in 
quality to the British steel plates an¢ 
that the American steel plates cost 
considerably less laid down in Great 
Britain. 

Great Britain’s supply of iron is lim- 
ited, while this country’s is abundant, 
but even were it not for the fact that 
the quality of Great Britain’s indus- 
trial output is inferior to ours she 
could net expect to compete with us 
for any length of time. 

Industrial superiority is now em- 
blazoned in distinet letters upon our 
American banners and each year adds 
to our acknowledgeg prestige in this 
respect. 
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The Mafne Liquor Law. 

The election of a prohibition sheriff 
in Portland is said to be likely to lead 
to a repeal of the prohibition law. 

The new sheriff threatens to enforce 
the statute, the result of which is thus 
foreshadowed by The Boston Trans 
cript: 

So long as the Maine liquor dealers can 
sell with impunity (save an annual fine 
which amounts in effect to a license to 
sell.) they rather like the law which shuts 
off competition in the surrounding coun- 
trv: and so long as the citizens of Port- 
land can get their aleoholie supplies with- 
out difficulty the law does not troubie 
them. But enforce the law and so driv¢ 
the Jiquor dealers out of business and put 
the drinkers to more or less trouble to 
get a drink, and there will be two classes 
of citizens who will fight hard to secure 
the law's repeal, and there will be plenty 
of ethers who for business, political or 
social reasons will work with them. It 
would be a curious outcome if the elec- 
tion of a prohibition sheriff in Cumber- 
land county should open the way to a re- 
peal of the prohibition law. 

This revelation would indicate how 
inefficient is a law which has been re- 
ferred to so often in campaigns abroad. 
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Metropolitan Civilization. 

According to The New York Sun, the 
smal] boys of New York city have re- 
cently invented a new game in which 
they evidence rare enjoyment.

Washington, D. C., September B.— 
(Special.)—The rumor which comes from 
Chicago that in his letter of acceptance 


which will be published within a few | 


days, Mr. Bryan will declare himself a 
one-term man—will state that if elected 
to the presidency he will not seek a sec- 
ond term—has caused a great deal of 
comment among the politicians, but no- 
body here seems to be able to say 
whether the report is true or not. 

In democratic circles there is a strong 
tendency to believe that it is true that 
Mr. Bryan will make his position in this 
regard: clear and emphatic. This feeling 
is based in some degree on the under- 
standing that Mr. Bryan expressed him- 
self as a one-term man in 1896, and the 
belief that his views upon the desira- 
bility of a single term for the presidency 
haye not changed since then. 

It is generally taken for granted among 
those close to him that the’ democratic 
leader is still of the same mind on this 
Subject as four years ago, though so far 
as I know none of them have jut the 
direct question to him. Céngressman 
Gaines, of Tennessee, who was here the 
other day, is one of those who expects 
a one term declaration. 


“When the time comes,” he said to me. 
“Mr. Bryan will undoubtedly make his 
position clear and you will see that it 
will have decided political effect. I have 
an idea that he is saving that;declaration 
for a little later in the campaign. The 
effect Would, in my opinion, be valuable, 
for it would absolutely negative all this 
figuring in which the republicans are in- 
dulging about the probability of our cap- 
turing the senate at the end of six years 
and doing all sorts of dire things. 

“I do not think that their talk has very 
much effect upon anybody, but if.there 
are any doubters—any who hesitate to 
vote for Bryan upon the great issue 
which is both paramount and immediate 
—they will be brought into line by a one- 
term declaration. There are some people 
who are still so blind as to let “Bryan- 
ism’’ be a sort of boogie to scare them, 
and there may be some who would vote 
for four years of Bryan in the white 
house who might shy at eight yeazts, 
though it is a safe prediction that at the 
end of four years they would be found 
in the ranks of those crying loudly for 
four years more... We want the votes of 
eyery one of them and believe a one- 
term declaration would bring us a good 
many. The fact is a great many people 
in this country feel that one term is long 
enough for any man to occupy the white 
house and that the country at large is 
benefited by change. 

A good many other people feel as Mr. 
Gaines does—that a declaration for a sin- 
gle term would have a good effect politi- 
cally} but nobody is able to say with any 
definiteness whether the Chicago report 
is correct or not. 


While the democratic. leaders have 
every confidence in the earnest support 
of the national ticket by Croker and 
Tammany hall, there is a distinct uneasi- 
ness among those republicans who belong 
to the inner administration coterie about 
the loyalty of the Mephistophelean Tom 
Platt and not a few republicans believe 
the stories which make Mr. Platt per- 
fectly willing to see his good friend Mc- 
Kinley ‘‘dumped’’ in New York.

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THE PASSING THRONG, 


““An interesting chapter has been added 
to the story of the murder of John W. 
Sewall. an Indianapolis real estate man, 
by John W. Beavers, in the vear 1878,” 
said a Chicago newspaper man who was 
recently in Atlanta. “It is a chapter 
that shows to what lengths a newspaper 
man will go to get a ‘scoop’ on his rivals, 


and how some publishers appreciate good 


work. 

“This story was told me by an old news- 
paper man, a friend of mine, residing at 
Madison. Ind., in which city Beavers was 
executed in February, 1879. 

“Beavers made a complete confession 
of his crim@ to a friend named Benham 


| in his cell in the Madison jail the night 
| before his execution. 


This confession was 
entrusted to John Andrew Crozier, a rep- 
resentative of The Madison Courier, for 
publication after the hanging. Since it 
was a most valuable piece of news, Mr. 
Crozier guarded his ‘seoop’ jealously 
against the corps of local and visiting 
newspaper men who swarmed about the 
sheriff's office at the jail. On the morn- 
ing of the fatal day the anxiety of these 
correspondents @0 add to their store of 
information concerning Beavers and his 
fearful crime rose to au high point. They 
gathered about the sheriff and besought 
him for an opportunity to interview +~he 
condemned man. Sheriff Nugent ‘staved 
them off’ from time to time in an effort 
to assist Mr. Crozier to hold on to his 
‘scoop.’ 

“Finally. the pressure became so strong 
that the official sent for Mr. Crozier, who 
came posthaste from The Courier office 
to the jail. Upon his arrival, he was 
ushered into Beavers’s cell as a particular 
friend whose presence the condemned 
man had especially requested. The news- 
paper men hac their suspicions aroused 
by this shrewd ‘move,’ but bore it with 
some degree of complacency for a while. 
In about half an hour their clamor for 
admission to the cell arose again with 
more violence than before, .They demand- 
ed that Mr. Crozier be recalled from nis 
interview with the murderer. According- 
ly. Sheriff Nugent went to the cell door 
and requested. Mr. Crozier to step outside. 
‘Tf my poor friend Beavers has sent for 
me to pray with him, I[. cannot réfuse,’ 
replied Mr. Crozier, with an air of solem- 
nitv. ‘Although rather fallen from grace 
I used to be a pillar in the church ana 
maintained my family altar. Yes, I will 
pray for the dying man.’ This was 4 
‘coup’ which the newspaper correspond- 
ents had not anticipated. The voice of 
supplication and prayer issued from the 
cell. loud and clear, if at sometimes 
broken in continuity, until the moment 
arrived when Beavers began the dreadful 
march to the scaffold. It is said by Mr. 
Gravson and others who were present 
at the affair that John A. Crozier prayed 
for at least two solid hours’ It was lit- 
erally an instance of ‘praying against 
time’ such as has probably never been 
parafileled. 

“In recognition of Mr. Benham’s great 
service verformed for The Courier in 
it a ‘scoop’ on Beavers’s confes- 
sion M. C. Garber, the owner of the p@- 
per. who helieved that virtue was its own 
reward and who disliked to add anv 
extras. has forwarded to his address 
every year since a copy of the paper free 
of charge.”’

Manner of Paying Street Subject of 
Committee Meeting. 


ONE SIDE WILL BE PAVED 


Citizens Wanted Tie Work To Com- 
mence at Williams Street. 


OTHER ARRANGEMENTS HAD BEEN MADE 


It Was Agreed as a Compromise To 
Pave the Entire Street on 
the North Side. 


The North avenue paving problem was 
again discussed by the street committee 
of council yesterday afternoon. 

It was decided more than a month ago 
to pave the street with rock and chert 
at a cost of $3,000, the city agreeing to 
bear one-half of the expense. This was 
done for the benefit of the Georgia School 
of Technology, which faces North ave- 
nue, The paving is to be done free of 


cost to the property owners. 

The street committee had no funds to 
expend at the time the commissioner of 
public works was authorized to proceed 
with the work, but managed to raise the 
$1.58Q through Councilmen Roy and 
Adams. Councilman Adams agreed ,to 
give $1,250 from the appropriation to Hun- 
nicutt street and Dr. Roy stated thai 
he would furnish the remaining $250 from 
one of his departments. 

It was the understanding of members 
of the street committee that the paving 
was to commence at Marietta street and 
proceed in an easterly direction until 
the $3,000 had been expended. 

When the street committee met yes- 
terday afternoon Edward C. Peters and 
Captain Lyman Hall, president of the 
Georgia School of Technology, appeared 
to urge that the work be commenced at 
Williams street, on North avenue, where 
the old Peters park was located, and pro- 
ceed in a westerly direction toward Ma- 
rietta street. George Parrott did not 
appear before the committee, but spoke 
} to the members of it prior to the meei- 
| ing urging that the work commence at 
Williams street. 

During the meeting: yesterday Dr. Roy 
announced that he would not have agreed 
to furnish the $250 if he had thought the 
paving was to commence at Marietta 
street. Councilman Adams said he would 
not have furnished the #$1,250 if he had 
known the paving was to commence at 
Williams street; 

As a compromise it was decided to 
pave one side of the street the entire 
distance instead of. from curb to curb 
for half the length of the street. The 
paving is to be laid on the north side 
of the street. 


Whitehall Street Again. 

A resolution dealing with the Whitehall 
Street paving was read to the street 
committee yesterday afternoon. It deals 
with Whitehall street. It will be remem- 
bered that the members of council who 
are to serve next year agreed to ask the 
eounty commissioners to proceed With the 


that the money so expended was to be 
returned the county by the council of 
1901, 

The resolution follows: 

“By. the committee on Streets: Whereas, 
many of the citizens of the portion of White- 
hall street, between Windsor street and ithe 
Central of Georgia railroad crossing, owning 
property abutting on that portion of the 
street, gave land for the Purpose of widening 
the street on the condition that the street 
was to be repaved without expense to them, 
and whereas the commissione of Fulton 
county agreed with the mayor and egneral 
council of the city of Atlanta to bear half 
of the expense of widening and repaving the 
streets, and whereas the contract has been 
let to repawe the street from Windsor street 
to McDaniel street, which work is to be 
paid for out of the incomes of the city uf 
Atlanta for #900; and whereas the condition 
of jhat part of the street between McDaniel 
street and the bridge over the Southern rail- 
way tracks is such as to necessitate its im- 
mediate repavemerf, and the funds to be 
paid -for such work are not now available, 
and whereas the contractor who is repaving

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Insurance men in Atlanta are deeply 
interested in the Galveston disaster, as it 
catches the life, marine and fire compa- 
nies. It is not believed that any of the 
companies in Atlanta suffered any loss, 
as the guif storms that swept the south 
Atlantic coast in 1882, 1893, and 1896 taught 


| southeastern underwriters a lesson they 


have not forgotten. None of them care 
to write tornado or windstorm policies 
where the risk is so great. 


Most of the fire policies in Galveston 


and the Atlanta underwriters do not 


Know how heavy their lines of tornado 
| insurance 


are. No definite information 
has been obtained as to how much the 
fire people will lose, but from present 
indications it is not believed that the 
total is very great. It is said that but a 
comparatively small number of Galves- 
ton property owners sought this form of 
protection. The marine insurance was 
placed mainly in London. 

What the life insurance loss _ will 
amount to can scarcely .be computed 
just now, although it is thought in New 
York that companies writing industrtal 
insurance will be the principal losers. 

The loss will undoubtedly run _ high, 
as out of the 6,000 or more people who 
lost their lives a large percentage are 
believed to have been insured. 

Definite tidings from the destroyed city 
will be awaited with keenest interest by 
underwriters all over the country. 


The insurance compantes are all look- 
ing forward to the incoming cotton crop 
to relieve the duliness that exists in 
many of the offices. The new crop will 
in the very near future be in the market 
for insurance, and many companies are 
looking to the staple to increase their 
premium incomes.

Describes What She Saw in the Old 
World. 


SOME QUAINT LOCATIONS IN ENGLAND 


Vivid Story of How a Trip Through | 


Old World Compares with the 
New—Some Incidents. 


Athens. Ga.. September 13.—(Special.)— 
The normal school students and teachers 
are rejoicing over the return of one of 
their co-workers, Miss Susie Newton, 
who sient July and August in Europe. 

Friday night in the same charming, in- 
teresting and instructive manner which 
characterizes her daily recitations in his- 
tory and geography, she pictured vividly 
her trip abroad, 

It was on the 17th of June she, with 
Madame Sosnoski’s party, sailed from 
New York on a cattle transport vessel, 
the Buffalo. which carried across 20 
cows and only twenty-three passengers, 
seventeen being teachers. The only draw- 
back in traveling thus was it required 
longer time, but the accommodations were 
first-class, the party congenial and in 
spite of bad weather, which one day ter- 
minated in a storm, the trip across the 
water was a most pleasant one. 

From New York the party sailed north- 
east till south of Newfoundland, then 
east across the ocean. about the DOth 
parallel, through the English channel and 
on the fifteenth day landed at Hull, on 
the eastern side of England. By the 
time the English channel was reached 
the heaviest furs were needed. 

The clear and beautiful bottle green 
waters of this channel, reflecting the 
shadows of vessels of all sizes, electric 
launches, large ships, yachts, etc., was 
a picture pleasing even to the most fan- 
ciful. 

The beautiful winter resort for wealthy 
English people, the Isle of Wight, was a 
place of great interest. with its beautiful 
Villas and villages and its grand casties. 
The white and reddish brown cliffs on 
the coast of Emgland was a scene of 
grandeur, and going through the Strait 
of Dover the party came to Hull, such 
a quaint old city, which proved to be a 
very interesting place. Althoug# 
it was 10 p. m. when the hotel was reach- 
ed. even at that late hour it was still 
daylight. Indeed, only about two hours 
of the twenty-four could have been call- 
ed night, as the sun rose between 2 and 
o a. m., 

York and Lincoln, two old towns, built 
by the Romans and noted for their beauti- 
ful cathedrals, were places of such in- 
terest that it was with reluctance that 
the party finally left and wended its way 
to London. 

One old custom stil] remains visible at 
York and Lincoln, the queer old inn signs, 
which were used in the days when every 
One could not read. For instance, in- 
stead of a printed sign a picture illus- 
trating the name of the inn. was suspend- 
ed in front of the building. A huge pic- 
ture of a fox and a goose could not be 
mistaken for the Fox and Goose inn. 

[t seemed a little odd that at London 
only one or two car lines were seen, but 
che omnilus and underground railway 
served all. <A _ peculiarity noticeable in 
English people was putting'h where it 
did not belong, and leaving it off when 
needed. The educated people are espe- 
clally noted for their soft voices, which 
anvwhere bespeak refinement and edu- 
cation. English children never buy candy 
at a store, but sweets at a shop. 

Dwellings are lighted by candles. The 
menu for the different meals corresponds 
very well with that of Americans, though 
all English people dine at 7 p. m._ In’ 
dress both the American and the French 
woman shows more elegant taste than 
the English woman. White shoes wita 
dark dresses were often seen on the 
streets during the day. 

Sunday in London is a strking contrast 
to Sunday in Paris. In London extreme 
quiet prevails—the shops are closed, few 
omnibuses and underground railways dis- 
turb the quietude of Sunday. The his- 
torical associations in London proved to 
read jike romance and fiction.

The green fields, interspersed with fields 
of red poppies, separated by hedges, the 
rounded hills, immense trees which though 
hollow gave evidence of life and strength 
in limbs, made one stop to think how 
any one could doubt the existence of a 
supreme being.

If | cannot win this fight by a campaign 
of dignity and gentility, I do not want or 
deserve to be mayor. 

The report above referred to is a cruel 
injustice to me.

REVIEW OF THE IRON TRADE. 


Consumption Is Still Less Than Pro- 


duction. 


Cleveland, September 13.—The Iron Trade 


Review says: 

The fact that consumption is still considered 
less than production is the key to the situ- 
ation in iron and steel. The resumption of the 
tin plate mills will help to redvce the accum- 
ulation of Bessemer iron. and if puddling fur- 
naces should be started this month the situa- 
tio~ as to the forge iron would be irsproved. 
The blowing out of furnaces has not gone to 
its full length yet, it is believd, and the chances 
for October Ist to show a further reduction 
in active capacity and a closer relation Le- 
tween supply and demand. The failure of the 
Detroit conference to agree on the puddling 
and finishing scales for western rolling mills 
meens a longer shut down of the mills than 
was looked for, but the ‘fact that the amalga- 
meted association has arranged for resumptions 
at Bay View and Detroit on September 20th 
mocifies the situation considerably. 

The indications are that merchant furnaces 
now idle in the Mahoning and Shenango val- 
levs will remain out as bong as present prices 
conti: ue and a number of them may wait 
until after election before resuming.

Charles Howard Williams, the well- 
known Atlanta lawyer and journalist, 
died at his late residence, No. 407 Court- 
land avenue, at 5:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon after a year’s illness which 
terminated in dropsy, the immediate 
cause of his*death. The deceased was in 
his fifty-second year. A wife, a son and 
a d@aughter survive him. The funeral 
services will be held some time tomorrow, 
the place and hour to be announced 
later. ! 

Charles Hloward Williams was born in 
Cofumbus, Ga., in 1848, and his family 
was one of the most prominent in the

State. His father, Colonel Charles J. 
Williams, was a veteran of the Mexican 
war and a gallant officer on the confed- 
erate side during the war between the 
states. He was appointed colonel of the 
First Georgia regiment by Governor 
Brown and died of pneumonia after dis- 
tinguished service in the field. The 
mother of Charles Howard Williams was. 
before her marriage to (Colonel Willlams, 
Mary Ann Howard, daughter of Major 
John H, Howard, a distinguished lawyer 
of Columbus. Shortly after the civil war, 
in a letter to The Columbus Times, Mrs. 
Williamg suggested the inauguration of 
the beautiful custom of Memorial Day, 
and it was largely through her pen and 
personal efforts that the various states 
of the south adopted confederate Memv- 
rial Day. During her widowed life she 
was much HNonored as the originator of 
this custom and after her death in 157i 
her grave was decorated along with those 
of the fallen heroes whose memory she 
had so sacredly cherfshed. 

Charles Howard Williams received a 
liberal education and was a student of 
the University of Virginia. Just before 
the outbreak of the war he was a Mari- 
etta cadet and when that juvenile mili- 
tary organization endeavored to see ser- 
vice in the field he went with it to the 
front, but was compelled to return home 
on account of his extreme youth: He 
began the study of law and was admitted 
to the bar in Columbus upon attaining 
his majority. In 1869 he married Miss 
Sallie Gordon, a cousin of General John 
B. Gordon. Mr. Williams did not remain 
in the practice of his profession long, 
leaving it for journalism, to which he 
was naturally adapted. He was associat- 
ed with The Columbus Enquirer-Sun for 
nearly two years. In 1872 he moved to 
Atlanta, where he became a friend of 
Henry W. Grady, with whom he worked 
on The Atlanta Herald. When Mr. Grady

A few 
years since he became a member of St. 
Luke’s Episeopal church. Mr. Williams 
was not rich in this world’s goods when 
death claimed him, but he left his fam- 
ily a competency. He carried a life insur- 
ance of $10,000. 

Shortly before the end came, while 
talking with his wife about the probably 
fatal termination of his malady, Mr. 
Williams expressed a desire to be buried 
with the old soldiers with whom his 
mother’s life was so nobly associated. 

Charles Williams, the only son of the 
deceased, is assistant superintendent of

GALVESTON RELIEF TRAIN 


Passes Through Atlanta En Route 
to Galveston. sid 


OF SUPPLIES 


CARS 
Train Made Extraordinarily Fast Run 


from Washington—Julian Haw- 
thorne on Board. 


FOUR 


The Pplladelphia North American's 
special relief train for the suffererg at 
Galveston arrived in Atlanta last night 
over the Southern railway shortly after 
9 o'clock and after a short stop pulled out 
over the Atlanta and West Point for New 


Orleans. 

The train was made up of four box cars 
packéd to the roof with provisions, cloth- 
ing and medical supplies and a Pullman 
car, in which Julian Hawthorne, the well- 
known correspondent and author: John F. 
Spragie, Jr... W. Van de Wyde and Mont 
Wright, of The North American staff, 
and Dr. Eli Whitney and eight trained 
murses were traveling. 

The train started from Philadelphia 
Wednesday night at 11:30 o'clock. It left 
Washington at 4:87 o'clock yesterday 
morning and arrived in Atlanta at 9:18 
o’clock last night. 

When the equipment of the train 
taken into consideration this was an ex- 
traordinarily fast run. Between Green- 
ville, 8. C., and Atlanta, a distance of 160 
miles, the train ran at the rate of over 
fifty miles an hour, making the distance 
in three hours and six minutes, This 
would be fast time for a first-class pas- 
senger train. 

Both the Southern and the Atlanta and 
West Point are carrying this train abso- 
lutely free of any charge as a portion of 
their contribution toward the relief of the 
flood sufferers. The train tg expected to 
reach Galveston early Saturday morning. 

Julian Hawthorne was the first man to 
step from the Pullman when the train 
pulled into the shed last night. He wore 
a soft outing shirt and no coat. His 
crumpled flannel trousers were held in 
place by a broad canvas belt. He showed 
a keen professional interest in his assign- 
ment and asked a number of questions 
about what had been heard from Galves- 
ton during the afternoon.
